.Natural Oaa as a Fuel. 

In view of the sgttation of tbe natural 
gaa question here, the followinK will 
prov^ of interest , A oorredpondent of 
the OincinastI Commercial Gasetts sayg: 
"Natural gas is satisfactory in every way 
as a iju^ It is cIsML nh, cheap and 
eaaHjFWatrolled^ ' The haat Aroas it la 
reguliir, iiiti nfie and dry. G:ib is intro- 
duoed into grates' and stoves^ and it does 
not raqnire speslal appaiataa, at least 
nothing more than a perforated pipO to 
serve as a burner and distributor' of the 
fluid. Fire-places and grates are gener- 
ally filled with pieces of fire clay, deftly 
fashioned to resemble, l>oth iu shape and 
color, lo0iil voBd, fr bks of hsrd coal. 
Tbe pipes' aia aafsyd by' the imitation 
wood or ooal, aofd nothing is seen to 
come from them but a beautiful blue 
flame'thst is, perhaps, themostattractive 
sight that oaa San see in one's own fire* 
place. One of the great advantages of 
natural gas as a fuel ia its regularity. 
The degree of best never Tariea. l^ere 
is no failing; and hiiililinK np°<)f the fireH. 
aud no ashes or kindling to handle, llie 
fireain'a town that is bested by natural 
gas (?ive no more troiit)le than doen a jei 
for illuminatinK parpoaes in C'iiiciunaii 
or any other tUtf. 

"The coat of natural >»as to tl>e con- 
sumers varies and is regulated by the 
distance that it hsa tobeearried in pipes. 
At Findlay, where every man can have 
his own Kas well, the cost is fifteen cents 
a inonth'for each stove and the owner ol 
the stove can burn the sas day snd night 
if be so chooses. In Foetoria, where the 
gas has to he hri>iiKliC four or five miles 
in pi\)es, the charge is $1 50 a month for 
supplying a cooking utuve,^ but if gas 
were discovered in or nearer t|M' town 
the price would be reduced."
